Report  of  the  Fremont  Budget  Committee 

Each  year  the  Budget  Committee  prepares  town  and  school  budgets. 
Included  are  budget  requests  that  have  been  reviewed  by  the  Selectmen's 
office  and  then  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.  Also  included  are 
items  that  the  Budget  Committee  did  not  recommend,  but  which  you,  the 
residents  of  Fremont  are  entitled  to  vote  upon. 

In  the  budgeting  process,  the  previous  year's  level  of  expenditures  is  often 
assumed  to  have  been  appropriate.  There  is  a  bias  toward  continuing  the 
same  activities  year  after  year  -  well  after  their  relevance  and  usefulness  may 
have  been  lost.  In  an  effort  to  pinpoint  unnecessary  budget  items,  the 
Budget  Committee  will  implement,  for  1990,  a  standard  budget  preparation 
form.  This  will  enable  each  department  head  to  record  and  analyze  the  prior 
year's  appropriations  and  expenditures  while  (s)he  is  preparing  the 
proposed  budget  for  the  next  year.  The  Budget  Committee  encourages  a 
-well-planned  and  logically  supported  budget  request. 

The  Budget  Committee  strongly  recommends  that  the  Selectmen  establish 
an  improved  accounting  system.  The  present  systems'  shortcoming  make 
rational  analysis  by  the  Budget  Committee  and  the  Selectmen  very  difficult 
and  affect  the  quality  of  their  oversight  and  decisions.  More  importantly, 
unless  a  department  head  keeps  his  own  records  of  expenditures  against 
budget,  he  does  not  have  the  current  information  he  needs  to  manage  his 
department  efficiently.  We  suggest  that  the  Selectmen  take  advantage  of 
the  free  expertise  available  in  town  to  investigate  equipment  and  software 
suitable  for  producing  periodic  reports  and  budgets.  This,  coupled  with  a 
voucher  system  whereby  an  expenditure  is  reviewed  and  approved  prior  to 
purchase  could  limit  any  excess  spending.

We  need  you  to  call  us  at  the  Rockingham  County  Sheriff's 
Department  Dispatch  Center  at  679-2225  to  report  any  problem  or  inquiry. 
There  is  someone  on  call  24  hours  a  day. 

I  want  to  thank  the  residents  of  Fremont  for  your  cooperation  and 
support  during  1989  as  your  Chief  of  Police.

Fire  Department  Report 

1989  saw  the  arrival  of  our  new  tanker  which  has  been  a  great  asset  to  the 
Department  even  though  we  had  a  few  problems  and  had  to  send  it  back  to 
the  factory.  These  problems  were  corrected  and  the  tanker  is  in  good  shape. 

The  department  responded  to  three  serious  structure  fires  this  past  year. 
The  first  was  the  Freeman  residence  on  Old  Ridge  Road.  Unfortunately  this 
was  not  reported  until  the  house  was  pretty  well  destroyed.  The  second  was 
the  resident  of  O'Neil  on  Beede  Hill  Road.  This  fire  was  reported  when  it 
became  visible  through  the  trees.  The  third  fire  was  Action  Auto  Body  that 
started  from  a  car  fire  inside  the  garage. 

The  two  house  fires  are  not  visible  from  main  roads,  so  we  suggest  the 
possibiUty  of  people  installing  fire  alarm  systems.  This  would  cut  down  on 
time  delay  in  the  department  being  notified.  Incidently,  the  new  tanker 
performed  well  at  the  last  two  fires. 

Members  of  the  department  spent  many  hours  this  summer  to  clean  up 
the  Old  Hand  Tub  (1848),  the  Town  Hearse,  painting  up  trailers  and 
decorating  the  station  to  participate  in  the  225th  celebration.  The  depart- 
ment also  stayed  with  the  bonfire  until  early  morning  allowing  it  to  burn 
out.  We  wish  to  say  at  this  time  that  a  good  time  was  had  by  all. 

I  must  again  remind  everybody  that  a  PERMIT  is  needed  for  any  outside 
burning  when  the  ground  IS  NOT  snow  covered.  However,  we  still  would 
like  to  be  advised  when  you  intend  to  burn  to  save  any  confusion.  This  can 
be  done  by  calling  the  Fire  Chief  at  895-2561  during  working  hours  Monday 
through  Friday  7:00  a.m.  to  4:00  p.m.  On  the  week-ends  call  our  dispatch 
in  Raymond  895-4222  and  the  duty  officer  will  call  you  back  or  visit  your 
location  with  the  permit. 

The  problem  over  oil  burners  being  installed  without  permits  has  been 
solved  through  the  efforts  of  Lt.  Arthur  Nadeau.  He  can  be  reached  at  895- 
2465  between  7:30  a.m.  and  8:30  a.m.  or  after  7:00  p.m. 
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I  would  again  like  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Denartment  who  give 
so  freely  of  their  time  to  make  the  Department  the  excellent  organization 
that  it  is.

Parks  and  Recreation  Report 

Throughout  this  past  year  the  Commission  has  strived  to  sponsor  varied 
recreation  for  all  Fremont  residents.

During  the  summer  a  three  week  youth  recreation  program  was  offered 
for  the  children  in  grades  one  through  eight.  It  was  a  well  received  program 
whose  daily  activities  included  trips  to  State  Parks  such  as,  the  Flume, 
Wallis  Sands  and  Pawtuckaway.  While  at  Pawtuckaway  hiking  trips  were 
enjoyed  by  all.  On  alternate  days  various  types  of  Arts  and  Crafts  were 
performed. 

A  Basketball  Clinic  was  held  for  boys  and  girls,  grades  8  -  12  for  ten 
weeks. 

A  youth  fitness  program  for  boys  and  girls  grades  5  -  8  for  six  weeks. 

Adult,  coed,  volleyball  and  basketball  were  also  conducted.  All  of  those 
are  also  being  run  this  year. 

The  annual  Easter  Event  was  held  again  this  year  with  a  pancake 
breakfast  from  9  a.m.  -  10  a.m.,  egg  hunt,  games,  door  prizes  and  a  visit 
from  the  Easter  Bunny.  Over  50  children  were  in  attendance. 

Many  hours  and  mountains  of  paper  work  was  undertaken  by  the 
Commission  members  in  particular,  Mrs.  Mary  Spears,  in  preparation  for 
the  "Matching  Grant  Funds"  for  facility  improvements.  Our  proposal  for 
two  Tennis  Courts  and  a  Basketball  Court  has  ranked  8th  out  of  19 
proposals  submitted.  However,  due  to  the  financial  situation  of  the  town 
the  Commission  has  elected  to  table  this  request  to  the  tax  payers  until  next 
year. 
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The  Commission  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  residents  of 
Fremont  for  their  involvement  and  support  during  this  past  year.  We  look 
forward  to  serving  the  town  by  continuing  the  programs  that  have  been 
started  and  by  generating  new  ones. 

Commission  meetings  are  held  on  the  second  Monday  of  the  month  at 
7:30  p.m.  in  the  Town  Hall.  These  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  we 
welcome  anyone  to  attend.  Together  we  will  be  able  to  provide  quality 
recreation  for  Fremont.

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Rockingham  County  Community  Action 
Program,  Inc.  Report 

Rockingham  County  Community  Action  Program,  Inc.  (RCCAP)  is  a 
private,  non-profit  corporation,  officially  designated  as  the  anti-poverty 
agency  which  serves  the  low-income  population  of  Rockingham  County. 
Our  mission  is  to  serve  the  multitude  of  needs  of  the  county's  low-income 
residents  by  assisting  them  in  coping  with  the  hardships  of  poverty,  giving 
them  the  tools  to  life  themselves  out  of  poverty  and  seeking  to  eradicate  the 
root  causes  of  poverty.  RCCAP  has  been  effectively  serving  these  needs  for 
more  than  twenty-four  years. 

The  Greater  Raymond  Community  Action  Center  is  the  outreach  center 
serving  residents  of  Fremont  and  14  other  communities,  and  as  such  acts  as 
Fremont's  central  resourc  for  information  regarding  all  available  human 
services.  In  addition,  RCCAP  offers  service  sites  in  18  other  Rockingham 
County  communities  for  the  application  and  provision  of  various 
Community  Action  services. 

Of  the  major  direct  service  programs  offered  by  Community  Action,  the 
following  were  provided  to  eligible  residents  of  Fremont  from  July  1,  1988 
through  June  30,  1989: 

47  households  received  Fuel  Assistance,  a  program  which  provides  a 
financial  grant  of  up  to  $500.00  to  assist  with  energy-related  expenses. 

Two  homes  were  weatherized  through  the  Weatherization  Program, 
which  provides  high  quahty  materials  and  trained  labor  to  weatherize 
homes  in  order  to  reduce  heating  costs  and  conserve  energy. 

Three  households  received  the  Home  Repair  Program,  which  provides 
for  the  repair  or  replacement  of  furnaces  and  heating  units  and  home 
repairs  for  low-income  homeowners. 

Nineteen  children  were  provided  meals  from  private  family  day  care 
homes  which  participate  in  the  Rockingham  Family  Day  Care  Program. 

One  child  care  referral  was  arranged  through  the  Child  Care  Resource 
and  Referral  Program,  which  compiles  current  data  on  all  available  child 
care  options,  provides  child  care  referrals  to  employees  of  participating 
companies  as  well  as  to  the  general  public,  and  expands  the  supply  of 
quality  day  care  by  recruiting,  training  and  assisting  new  day  care 
providers. 

Three  children  were  enrolled  in  Head  Start,  a  comprehensive,  early  child- 
hood development  program  for  low-income  and  handicapped  children  and 
their  families. 

Twenty  four  women,  infants  and  children  received  help  through  the  WIC 
Program,  which  offers  supplemental  nutritious  food  and  nutrition 
counseling  to  pregnant  women,  nursing  mothers  and  children  up  to  the  age 
of  5  who  are  nutritionally  at  risk. 

Four  households  received  Crisis  Assistance,  a  program  which  provided  a 
one-time  financial  grant  for  the  payment  of  rent,  mortgage,  electricity  or 
fuel  for  those  in  emergency  situations. 

Fifty  three  food  packets  were  provided  through  the  Surplus  Food 
Program,  which  distributes  USDA  surplus  food  to  eligible  households 
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through  periodic  mass  distributions. 

Five  households  received  emergency  food  packets  through  the  Emergency 
Food  Pantry,  a  program  which  provides  a  temporary  supply  of  non- 
perishabie  food  to  famihes  in  crisis. 

Two  households  who  were  homeless  or  at  risk  of  being  homeless  received 
a  security  deposit  loan  through  the  Security  Deposit  Loan  Fund. 

Four  children/postpartum  women  received  help  through  the  Commodity 
Supplemental  Foods  Program,  which  provides  commodity  foods  to  eligible 
children  up  to  age  six  and  postpartum  women  until  their  infants  reach  one 
year  of  age. 

In  addition  to  these  major  programs,  much  of  our  staff  time  is  devoted  to 
working  with  people  who  come  to  us  seeking  help.  During  the  past  year,  we 
logged  214  calls  or  visits  from  Fremont  residents,  many  of  which  were  crisis 
calls  involving  fuel  or  utility  problems,  the  lack  of  food  or  clothing  or 
general  financial  needs.  By  working  closely  together  with  local  and  state 
welfare  administrators,  fuel  and  utility  companies,  other  human  service 
agencies  and  interested  clergy  and  civic  groups,  we  are  able  to  link  those  in 
need  with  the  services  available  to  them. 

Since  the  services  we  offer  greatly  relieve  the  towns  we  serve  from  the  full 
burden  of  providing  for  the  needs  of  their  low-income  residents,  we  ask 
every  community  we  serve  to  make  a  financial  contribution  to  our  agency 
based  upon  the  level  of  service  we  have  provided  to  its  residents.  The 
amount  we  request  equals  4.5%  of  the  total  dollar  value  of  services 
provided  during  the  previous  fiscal  year,  which  means  that  we  request  $4.50 
for  every  $100.00  we  provide  in  direct  services. 

From  July  1,  1988  through  June  30,  1989,  Community  Action  provided 
60,562.00  in  services  to  Fremont  residents.  We  are  therefore  requesting  the 
town  of  Fremont  to  contribute  4.5%  of  this  amount,  or  $2,725.00.  The 
town  of  Fremont  has  contributed  to  our  agency  for  many  years,  and  we 
extend  our  appreciation  to  you  for  your  continued  support.
